1. IC-61357M LIEUTENANT COLONEL NECTAR SANJENBAM, SHAURYA CHAKRA, 21 st BATTALION 

THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award: 08 June, 2015) 

During a raid on 08 June in insurgent camp in Manipur, one manned sentry post was identified immediately by the 
team and the second sentry post was located at 0445 hours. 

Lt Col Nectar tasked Havildar TK Limbu and Paratrooper S Chungleingam to neutralize both sentries at the first 
post whilst he along with Paratrooper P Deuri proceeded to neutralize the sentries at the second post. Moving stealthily, the 
officer approached the sentry post and in a daring operation, succeeded in eliminating both insurgents with his silenced Uzi. 
Observing movement in a bunker 30 meters from his position, he along with his buddy crawled towards the bunker and 
closed in undeterred. Hearing some talking sounds, unmindful of his personal safety, he lobbed a grenade and in yet another 
daring action entered the bunker, killing the four insurgents. He then ordered the fire assault with Rocket Launchers into the 
camp which lasted approximately 20 minutes with heavy volume of rockets and small arms fire by the insurgents from 10 to 
12 other bunkers. Lt Col Nectar, thereafter, ensured the safe return of the raiding team. 

Lt Col Nectar Sanjenbam, SC, displayed meticulous planning, exemplary gallantry, bold and daring action under 
most challenging conditions. 

2. JC-571195H NAIB SUBEDAR RAJESH KUMAR, THE MAHAR REGIMENT / 30™ BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 28 October, 2014) 

During a Search and Destroy operation in Wadarbala Forest of Kupwara district of Jammu & Kashmir, contact with 
terrorists was established at 0600 hrs on 28 th October 2014. 

The JCO made a dash across the 75 degree slopes of Wadarbala Forest and blocked the Nala through which 
terrorists were escaping. The terrorists opened indiscriminate fire at close range. In a display of raw courage and utter 
disregard to his personal safety, he crawled forward directing his team to take cover and killed one terrorist.

BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 27 January, 2015) 

Colonel Munindra Nath Rai had been commanding his battalion deployed in Tral village in Pulwama district of 
Jammu and Kashmir displaying commitment and exemplary leadership leading to neutralisation of a number of terrorists 

On 27 January 2015, on receiving information about presence of dreaded terrorist in Hunder. he rushed and 
cordoned the suspect house with his Quick Reaction Team. At this, father of terrorist came out and pleaded that the terrorist 
would surrender. While negotiations were going on, the two terrorist suddenly rushed out firing indiscriminately at close 
quarters on commanding officer’s party. Caught in a hail of bullets and grievously wounded, the officer in an act of 
incomparable gallantry and superhuman effort closed in and killed one dreaded category A+ terrorist in a fierce gunfight. 
Realising that the second terrorist was trying to escape by firing indiscriminately, he undeterred and unmindful of his 
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grievous injuries, resited his troops and continued to fire effectively to block the terrorist’s escape route till the time second 
terrorist was also eliminated by his team. 

Colonel Munindra Nath Rai displayed unprecedented leadership courage and valour, well beyond the call of duty 
and made supreme sacrifice while fighting with the terrorists. 

2. IC-69288W MAJOR TANUJ GROVER, THE ARMOURED CORPS / 22 nd BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 21 February, 2015) 

On 21 February 2015, based on input received from CARGO regarding presence of terrorists in village Thagund in Sopore 
district of Jammu and Kashmir, Major Tanuj Grover established effective cordon of the target complex. At 1115 hours, both 
the terrorists who were hiding inside the target house started firing indiscriminately at the inner cordon. As grenades were 
fired from multiple grenade launcher, one terrorist came out firing on own troops. Major Tanuj Grover showing utter 
disregard to his personal safety and displaying raw courage, swiftly positioned himself in front of terrorist blocking his 
escape and killed him at very close range. At 1145 hours the second terrorist jumped out of the cowshed and started firing at 
the officer.

3. IC-73653K CAPTAIN VARUN KUMAR SINGH, THE RAJPUT REGIMENT / 44™ BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 15 January, 2015) 

On 14 January 2015 at 1700 hrs, Capt Varan Kumar Singh, company commander received information regarding 
the presence of district Commander of Jaish-e- Mohammad (JeM) Tanzeem with four more terrorists in Kohrot village of 
Shopian district of Jammu and Kashmir. The terrorist was the mastermind and involved in the weapon snatching incident 
from police picket at Pakharpura on 06 Jun 2014 and instrumental in motivating youth to join terrorism. Capt Varan acted 
swiftly and after a torrid 07 Hrs move on foot in high altitude forested area in hrs of darkness reached the location and 
deployed troops to lay an effective cordon while maintaining surprise on 15 Jan by 0430 Hrs. 

At around 0730 hours while searching the dhoks, the terrorists resorted to indiscriminate fire and ran in opposite 
directions to break the cordon. Capt Varan immediately retaliated with heavy volume of fire resulting in the group splitting 
into three. One group of two terrorists slipped into the nearby nala and took cover under a boulder. Capt Varan Kumar 
Singh along with his buddy. Sepoy Jagveer Singh displaying raw courage while crawling to close proximity of the boulder, 
received a burst of fire. The officer using battle craft manoeuvred towards the direction of the fire, lobbed a grenade under the 
boulder injuring one terrorist. The injured terrorist retaliated with heavy volume of fire. Undeterred, Captain Varan with pin 
point accuracy fired to neutralize one terrorist, later identified as Category ‘B’ JeM. On seeing the officer in close 
proximity, the second terrorist under the boulder, lobbed a grenade and opened indiscriminate fire on the officer. Displaying 
nerves of steel. Captain Varan charged towards the boulder, brought down accurate fire at close quarters to eliminate second 
terrorist later identified as a Category ‘A’ foreign terrorist of JeM. 

Captain Varan Kumar Singh displayed exemplary leadership, courage beyond call of duty, gallantry under fire 
resulting in the elimination of two hardcore terrorists.

(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 31 March, 2015) 

On 31 March 2015, Havildar Man Bahadur Chhetri volunteered to be the scout number one of an Area Domination 
Patrol tasked to dominate the area between Battalion Headquarters and a Company Operation Base located in Ukhral district 
of Manipur, one of the most intense counter insurgency areas along the Indo-Myanmar border. 

Havildar Man Bahadur Chhetri while approaching Bench Comer through his superb tactical acumen detected an 
ambush laid by People’s Liberation Army (PLA), a valley based Insurgent Group. The NCO immediately altered the patrol 
and engaged the insurgents. A fierce fire fight broke out. Hav Man Bahadur Chhetri through his effective and accurate fire 
eliminated one PLA insurgent and injured two others. The insurgents realising that their ambush was compromised and it was 
difficult for them to flee, detonated a series of eleven Improvised Explosive Devices(IED) laid in conjunction. Timely 
detection of ambush and engaging of insurgents by Havildar Man Bahadur Chhetri saved the entire patrol from the 
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insurgent’s ambush. However, in doing so the NCO received splinter injuries from the Improvised Explosive Device and 
made the supreme sacrifice. 

Havildar Man Bahadur Chhetri displayed raw courage, unequalled tactical acumen and selfless devotion to duty 
while fighting with terrorists before he made the supreme sacrifice of his life. 

5. 9421485H HAVILDAR TANKA KUMAR LIMBU, 21 st BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

(SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award: 08 June, 2015) 

During the operations conducted by 21 PARA SF at Manipur, Havildar TK Limbu and his buddy were especially 
selected and tasked to neutralise two insurgents at the first sentry post of the camp. 

The buddy pair tactically coordinated their actions with the other sentry-silencing party of Lt Col Nectar, and 
stealthily crawled towards the sentry post. Hav Limbu asked his buddy to cover his move, whilst he silently and cautiously 
approached the sentry post. On nearing the post, he observed one sentry with a weapon at the loophole whilst two other 
insurgents were seated on the ground. Hav Limbu stealthily approached the sentry post and eliminated one sentry with his 
silenced Uzi through the loophole. Before the other two insurgents could realize what had happened, Hav Limbu displaying 
presence of mind in a daring and courageous move entered the post and shot one sentry in the head and the other in the chest 
from point blank range. He then informed Lt Col Nectar about the successful sentry silencing action and occupied the sentry 
post with his buddy. During the subsequent fire assault on the camp by the team, Hav Limbu and his buddy brought accurate 
fire at the other bunkers, and thus facilitated successful destruction of the insurgent camp, inflicting heavy casualities to the 
insurgents. 

Havildar Tanka Kumar Limbu displayed the determined, courageous and gallant action under difficult condition 
while fighting with insurgents. 

6. COMMANDER MILIND MOHAN MOKASHI (04755-F) 

(Effective date of the award: 16 April, 2015) 

Commander Milind Mohan Mokashi (04755-F), is the Commissioning Commanding Officer of INS Sumitra (ship 
commissioned on 04 Sep 14). Whilst undertaking anti-piracy operations, the ship was diverted for Op Rahat involving 
evacuation of Indian and foreign nationals from worn-torn Yemen from 31 Mar - 16 Apr 15. 

On the 31 Mar 15 at about 1700 hrs, the ship was tasked to enter the port of Aden and evacuate stranded Indians. 
Fierce fighting was reported between the Houthi rebels and the security forces of Yemen Government, with air strikes by 
Saudi led coalition in and around the port city. Commander Milind Mohan Mokashi prepared an elaborate plan for the 
evacuation operations, wherein, adequate force protection measures using the ship’s anti-air weapons, FPM elements and 
Prahar team were set up all-round the ship to meet any incoming threat. The harbour was completely deserted with no signs 
of any movement and engulfed in darkness without any lights ashore. Braving the heavy firing and shelling the officer 
ensured the safe embarkation of personnel and sailed the ship out of harbour in a navigationally unsafe channel.He thus 
ensured successful completion of the first evacuation operation by the Indian Navy from the worn-torn Yemen under testing 
and war-like situation. He and his relatively young team carried out evacuation operations from three different ports of 
Yemen (one from Aden and Ash Shihr Oil Terminal and three from A1 Hodeidah). In the five trips made, a total of 1621 
personnel (961 Indians and 660 other nationals including 317 women and 137 children) were evacuated to safety from the 
worn-torn country. The exemplary level of resolute courage and outstanding leadership of Commander Mokashi ensured the 
success of five missions to worn-torn Yemen, including one at night. 

Commander Milind Mohan Mokashi displayed the valour in the highest tradition of Navy & saved lives of 1621 
personnel. 

7. WING COMMANDER SANDEEP SINGH (25336) FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award: 21 November, 2014) 

On 21 Nov 14 at 1610 hrs, Wing Commander Sandeep Singh Flying Pilot received a mission from Anti Naxal Task 
Force Commander to evacuate casualties from a forest area in Sukma district of Chattisgarh. The CRPF troops during 
combat ops had come under heavy fire from Naxals resulting in five serious troop casualties who needed immediate 
evacuation for life saving and to tilt operations in favour of own troops. Time was extremely critical and mission involved a 
high threat quotient. Despite the potent threat to life and tremendous risk involved, he obtained the go ahead for the mission 
and led the mission himself after meticulous planning. He got airborne with medical team onboard in the shortest possible 
time at 1635hrs. 

Updates on intelligence inputs and co-ordinates of exact location of casualties were taken on R/T. Prudent, quick 
and considered decisions were taken in flight, to alter course and approaching the area in reciprocal direction to retain 
element of surprise and to ensure mission execution safely. The operational experience of Wg Cdr Sandeep Singh came in 
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handy and with precision handling he landed the helicopter next to the casualties with rotors just clear of the tree line in a 
clear patch in the jungle. The landing area had the limitation of a sloping surface and was prone to dust. Five extremely 
critical casualties were quickly taken in and helicopter with 22 souls onboard lifted off from the jungle at close to Sun set. 
Sensing the threat all around, he carried out a “Vertical out of Ground Take Off’ in the only available direction. At this 
critical juncture the helicopter came under a burst of fire from automatic weapons. Undeterred and unfazed, he maintained 
his composure and courageously carried out evasive manoeuvres to minimize the exposure. Due to his deft handling of the 
situation the causalities were minimized and only one crew and one other person onboard sustained bullet hits with the 
aircraft remaining fly worthy. He continued leading the mission as it grew dark over the jungles of Bastar range. His 
exceptional courage, excellent professionalism and calm composure against odds not only saved fives lives but also altered 
the course of encounter for the ground troops. 

Wing Commander Sandeep Singh displayed the selfless act of exceptional courage and gallantry while saving five 

lives. 

8. LATE MOHD SHAFI SHEIKH, HEAD CONSTABLE J&K POLICE, DISTT HANDWARA (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 07 April, 2014) 

On 07/04/2014, acting on a specific input regarding presence of terrorists in the house of one Mohammad Sadiq Mir 
at Gund Zunareshi Chowkibal, an operation was jointly launched by Police, 19 Maratha LI & 4 PARA under the supervision 
of DIG Police - NKR Baramulla, SP Kupwara, SP PD Handwara, Addl. SP Kupwara and DySsP(PC) Kupwara/Handwara. 
The area was cordoned effectively and all entry/exist routes were strategically plugged off so that terrorists could not manage 
to escape. The target house was searched twice but nothing suspicious was found. Since the input was specific, a dedicated 
team of a police component headed by Shri Maqsood-ul-Zaman, SP Handwara and other officers/officials assisted by HC 
Mohd Shafi Sheikh and Constable Reyaz Ahmad Lone, putting their lives in great risk, started looking for hideout in the 
house. All of a sudden, there was a deafening sound of indiscriminate firing from one of the walls of a room where the 
terrorists had taken shelter. The fire was retaliated effectively by the party which triggered a fierce encounter between the 
two sides. Terrorists also lobbed grenades with the intention to cause collateral damage. During heavy exchange of firing, 
HC Mohd Shafi Sheikh, Constable Reyaz Ahmad Lone and one Army Jawan of 19 Maratha received several bullet injuries. 
Shri Maqsood-ul-Zaman, SP Handwara, who was heading Police Party, succeeded in keeping the morale of the Jawans 
high and retaliated the fire with good presence of mind. Despite constant seeping of blood, Md Shafi Sheikh did not let the 
courage down and retaliated the fire with full wits/presence of mind and foiled the attempts of the terrorists to flee from 
encounter site. The operation continued till 8.4.2014 during which some more police personnel sustained bullet injuries and 
were shifted to Army Hospital. The dreaded terrorists made several attempts to flee from the house but due to tight 
cordon/meticulous planning of operation team, the attempts of terrorists were foiled and ultimately both the terrorists were 
neutralized who were identified as Muzamil & Haider of PoK affiliated with LeT outfit. A huge cache of arms/ammunition 
was also recovered from their possession. These terrorists were involved in various attacks on SF convoys on Drugmulla - 
Kupwara and Chotipora Handwara routes. 

During the whole operation, HC Mohd. Shafi Shekh displayed gallantry, unparalleled courage and devotion to duty 
of highest order by taking on head with the dreaded terrorists hiding in the house leading to their elimination and paid his 
supreme sacrifice. 

9. LATE SHRI REYAZ AHMAD LONE, CONSTABLE (307/H (EXK055949), J&K POLICE, DISTT HANDWARA 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 07 April, 2014) 

On 07/04/2014, acting on a specific input regarding presence of terrorists in the house of one Mohammad Sadiq Mir 
at Gund Zunareshi Chowkibal, an operation was jointly launched by Police, 19 Maratha LI & 4 PARA under the supervision 
of DIG Police - NKR Baramulla, SP Kupwara, SP PD Handwara, Addl. SP Kupwara and DySsP(PC) Kupwara/Handwara. 
The area was cordoned effectively and all entry/exist routes were strategically plugged off so that terrorists could not manage 
to escape. The target house was searched twice but nothing suspicious was found. Since the input was specific, a dedicated 
team of a police component headed by Shri Maqsood-ul-Zaman, SP Handwara and other officers/officials assisted by HC 
Mohd Shafi Sheikh and Constable Reyaz Ahmad Lone, putting their lives in great risk, started looking for hideout in the 
house. All of a sudden, there was a deafening sound of indiscriminate firing from one of the walls of a room where the 
terrorists had taken shelter. The fire was retaliated effectively by the party which triggered a fierce encounter between the 
two sides. Terrorists also lobbed grenades with the intention to cause collateral damage. During heavy exchange of firing, 
HC Mohd Shafi Sheikh, Constable Reyaz Ahmad Lone and one Army Jawan of 19 Maratha received several bullet injuries. 
Shri Maqsood-ul-Zaman, SP Handwara, who was heading Police Party, succeeded in keeping the morale of the Jawans high 
and retaliated the fire with good presence of mind.

During the whole operation, Constable Reyaz Ahmad Lone displayed gallantry, unparalleled courage and devotion 
to duty of highest order by taking on head with the dreaded terrorists hiding in the house leading to their elimination and 
paid his supreme sacrifice. 

10. LATE SHRI HIRA KUMAR JHA, SECOND-IN-COMMAND 7 Bn, CRPF (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 04 July, 2014) 

On 03/07/2014, an input was received about the presence of a senior dreaded Maoist Commander Sidhu Koda, 
Member Bihar Jharkhand Simant Zonal Committee (BJSZC), responsible for some of the most heinous crimes against the 
security forces, along with his platoon in village Lakhari, under PS Khaira, Distt. Jamui (Bihar). Shri Hira Kumar Jha, 
Second-in-Command of 7 th Bn reacted promptly and after necessary corroboration of the input, embarked on a cordon and 
search operation along with an officer and 42 Jawans and also with another Company of 7 th Bn to nab the said maoist and 
reached the vicinity of the target village by 0045hrs. Shri Jha directed Shri Ajit Kumar, Asst Comdt. to lay a cordon around 
the village. After ensuring that all the escape routes were duly plugged, he along with the Search Party commenced search of 
the houses in the village. As the search party approached the second house, they faced a heavy volley of fire from within the 
house. Shri Jha and his party immediately positioning themselves tactically retaliated the fire. Barely had the party retaliated 
the fire, they were fired upon simultaneously from other huts of the village as well and within no time the village turned into 
a battle zone. Without wasting precious time, Shri Jha gauged the situation and divided the troop into small assault parties 
and ordered them to move to the assigned targets adopting the tactics of “fire and move”. Meanwhile, he along with his 
group proceeded towards the hut from where they were being fired at with an automatic weapon. The Assault Parties also had 
meanwhile zeroed in on their assigned targets. The Maoists, sensing that the troops were determined to achieve their target, 
resorted to the time tested method of using civilians as shields, in order to escape. The troopers in order to avoid any loss of 
life of innocent civilians suspended fire, as the Maoists moved out of their shelters one by one taking cover of innocent 
civilians comprising of ladies, children, the young and the aged men. Responding to the evolving scenario, Shri Jha carefully 
scanned the area and the fleeing Maoists and zeroed in on an AK-47 wielding Maoist trying to move out, using a lady as his 
human shield. Knowing well that AK-rifles were used only by the senior Maoists, he was certain that his target was the 
dreaded Maoist Commander Sidhu Koda. Completely ignoring the monumental risk involved, Shri Jha made up his mind to 
intercept the Maoist from close proximity. He along with Shri Ajit Kumar, Assistant Comdt. and Constable Srikant Pandey 
withdrew from the area, took a circular route to the farthest end of the village and hid behind a bush. They waited for an 
opportune moment to take on the Maoist Commander. The moment the Maoist Commander came within his range of fire 
with a civilian shield, Shri Jha put his own life at stake and exposed himself to the Maoist in order to distract him and 
capture his attention. Sensing the movement of a trooper at a distance too close for comfort, the Maoist pushed aside the 
human shield and opened indiscriminate fire at the trooper. Shri Jha and his team retaliated the fire. In the exchange of fire 
that followed, one bullet pierced the skull of the brave officer Shri Jha, which snuffed the life out of him. The Maoist 
Commander too was hit by the bullets, but he managed to escape to the dense jungles. However, three hardcore Maoists 
including the wife of Sidhu Koda were apprehended and one .303 Bolt Action Rifle, one 12 Bore pistol, one Binocular, 30 
kgs of explosives, three IEDs, 150 rounds of ammunition, maoist literature and other incriminating items were recovered 
from the arrested maoists. Intercepts of SIB, Patna subsequently confirmed that six Maoists were seriously injured in the 
encounter. 

Late Shri Hira Kumar Jha, Second-in-Command, 7 Bn displayed unparalleled valour, raw courage, extreme devotion 
and selfless dedication to the national cause while making the supreme sacrifice at the altar of duty.

Further with reference to this Ministry’s Resolution of 
even number dated 4 th March, 2014 and subsequent Resolution of even number dated 12 th May, 2014, the approval of the 
Competent Authority is conveyed to nominate the name of Ms. Monalisa Baruah Mehta as Member of Executive Council, 
RGNIYD with effect from 09.11.2015 vice Ms. Mary Com, Member Executive Council, RGNIYD mentioned at S.No. 9 of 
the composition in the category of one eminent sports personality as per the provisions of Rule 12(1) (g) of the Rajiv Gandhi 
National Institute of Youth Development Act, 2012. 
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2. Approval of the Competent Authority is also conveyed to delete the word “Ex-officio” mentioned in column 3 at 
SI. No. 6, 7, 8 & 10 of the composition of Executive Council (EC) as notified in this Ministry’s Resolution of even number 
dated 4 th March, 2014. 

3. Further, the Competent Authority has approved the appointment of Shri Rajeev Gupta, Secretary, Department of 
Youth Affairs as Chairperson of Executive Council of RGNIYD as conveyed vide this Ministry’s O.M. No. 15-24/2015- 
RGNIYD dated 5 th August, 2015 consequent upon the resignation of Shri Deep Joshi from the post of Chairperson, Executive 
Council, RGNIYD. The post of Vice-Chairperson, Executive Council, RGNIYD is also vacant consequent upon the 
resignation of Shri C. R. Kesavan vide his letter dated 14 th October, 2014.
